REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Marks, Jr. (U.S. Patent No. 6.962,313) and McBride (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. US 2002/0097321) both disclose a user adjustable 
apparatus for looking underneath a vehicle. Walling (U.S. Patent No. 6,056,450) 
discloses a handheld camera support where the camera can be rotated about a vertical 
or horizontal axis. Morales et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,932,305) discloses a camera 
support where the camera can be rotated about a horizontal axis. Harris et al. (U.S. 
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Patent No. 6,530,702) discloses a handheld camera support where the camera can be 
panned and tilted remotely. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reason 
for allowance of claims 1-20 are the limitations found in claim 1 and 16 a push arm that 
rotates the main body of the actuator when the push arm is rotated and rotation of the 
camera when the push arm is pushed or pulled where the push arm slides in and out of 
the main body. Marks, Jr. teaches a push arm that is pulled and pushed that is 
connected to a camera link to cause a camera to rotate about a camera support, but 
fails to disclose that rotation of the push arm causes the main body of the actuator to 
rotate.
